T he d e a th of Dell Tham es, the 
fourteen-year-old Gatesville T raining 
School boy, was th e result of a spirit 
of g eneral disregard* for law which 
h as “ even crept into o u r state in ­ 
s titu tio n s,” G overnor P at M. Neff told 
his audience. 
T he governor pointed out th a t the 
sta tu to ry laws governing the Boys’ 
T ra in in g School a t Gatesville provid­ 
ed th a t no corporal punishm ent could 
be ad m in istered “ except in the pres­ 
ence of the superintendent of the 
school and an a tte n d a n t n u rse.” This 
s ta tu te was not complied with in the 
a d m in istratio n of punishm ent to Dell 
T ham es, because n eith er the su p er­ 
in ten d en t 
nor an 
a tte n d a n t n urse 
was present when the fatal pu n ish ­ 
m ent was applied. 
T h at* th e g o v ern o r’ req u est for re­ 
moval of S up erin ten d en t J. E. K ing 
of th e Gatesville institution, so far 
ignored by th e m ajority of the Board 
of Control, is no) to be forgotten by 
him, was indicated by his reference 
to K ing in his speech of Sunday 
n ight. 
G overnor Neff said th a t im- 
m ediatelv th a t he heard of the death 
of th e boy i n ’ the circum stances, he 
em ployed a eom petsnt a tto rn ey and 
had a com plete investigation made. 
The report covered six h u n d red type 
w ritten pages. 
A fter careful study 
of it, he said, he requested the* re-' 
m oval of the sup erin ten d en t. 
His 
inability to rem ove K ing him self was 
discussed. 
The Board of Control has 
en tire ch arg e of the Gatesville and 
o th er sim ilar state institutions, and 
the chief executive is u nable to re­ 
move an officer. 
T he governor only at one tim e re- 
erred to the quo w arra n to and sus­ 
pended sentence laws. 
H e favored 
the* en actm en t of th e quo w arra n to 
act w hereby, he said, the atto rn ey 
general may in stitu te proceeding for 
the rem oval of an officer, alleged bv 
him to willfully and co rru p tly refuse 
o enforce the law, and providing by 
the estab lish m en t oi such refusal be- 
ore a jury, the rem oval of the of- 
ending officer. 
H e opposed the sus­ 
pended sentence law. 
The governor took for a text the 
v o id s of Jesu s C hrist: “ R e n d er unto 
V asar the things that are C aesa r’s," 
m d he said when he read this portion 
if the verse th a t u*ion it he would 
speak because it referred to th e civic 
iuties of a m an w hile he would leave 
the rem a in d er of th e passage, “ R en­ 
der unto God th e th in g s th a t are 
G od’s” to the preachers, because it 
referred to the religious duties of a 
man. 
“L aw is the foundation of civiliza­ 
tion,” G overnor Neff declared. “ W ith ­ 
out law the m oral, m aterial and spi­ 
ritu al life would perish. 
Laxity in 
the enforcem ent of 'aw consequently 
tended to te a r down th e m oral, m a­ 
terial and sp iritual life of the com- 
• niunity, th u s en d an g erin g th e entire 
fabric of m odern civilization. 
One 
purpose of governm ent Is to enforce 
the law. 
It is a function of govern­ 
m ent and it necessarily devolves up­ 
on the citizen, th e u n it of any gov­ 
ern m en t, to assist in th e enforcem ent 
of law. 
May Devise Bet ten W ay. 
“ The genius of m an has never de­ 
vised a b e tter way* to prevent crim e 
th an to punish crrm inals,” he said. 
“ P u n ish m e n t should be quick and 
certain to th e violator of th e law— 
the crim inal. 
Somq day th e genius 
of m an m ay know a b etter way for 
th e prevention of crim e th a n to m ake 
the violation of the ’aw and th e com ­ 
m ission of crim e m ean certain and 
ju s t p u n ish m en t.” 
G eneral laxity in th e enforcem ent 
of th e law, sta tu te s w hich had m ade 
easy the way of the violator of the 
law, technicalities which had become 
so involved th a t it was easy for the 
crim inal to hide him self in th e maze 
of th e im volvem ents of legal phrases 
and technicalities, the suspended sen­ 
tence law, w hereby crim inals could 
escape punishm ent, nosenee of pub­ 
lic opinion dem an d in g the punish­ 
m ent of crim inals— all these things 
he charged had com bined to bring 
ab o u t a candition u n d er w hich “ cold 
cruel and calculating crim e has be­ 
com e an organized and com m ercializ­ 
ed ln d u try in T exas.” 
T h ere is a lack of im p a rtiality in 
th e en fo rcem en t of law, he said. Un­ 
less th e re is an im p artial enforce­ 
m en t is w eakened. 
T h ere should be 
no exceptions.

The Hoyl well, ju st w est of Chico 
and a b o u t n ineteen miles n orthw est 
of D ecatur, is again attractin g the 
a tten tio n of th e oil men of the state. 
Mr. A. C. Hoyl ol this city, sonm 
w eeks ago took ch arg e of the well 
and w ork has since been progressing 
nicely. 
Mr. Hoyl it. cam ping a t the 
well an d assisting in th e w ork of 
drilling. 
W hile in D ecatur Monday 
he told a M essenger rep o rte r th a t 
d u rin g th e pa§t few w eeks several 
stray oil sands had peen struck, and 
th a t th e form ations tfere m ore fav o r­ 
able th e deeper th e drill went. 
The well is now 2,735 feet deep, 
and th e six-inch casing was set at 
th a t depth. 
The hole is in th e best 
of condition to be Grilled to a depth 
necessary to strik e the pay sand, and 
the m achinery is w ork in g sm oothly. 
T he good indications of this well 
of late have attrac ted the atten tio n 
of several of th e pi em in en t oil m en 
of th e state, and , eases are being 
bought 
n ear the location by men 
from all parts of the state.

geological report m ade on this sec­ 
tion, and there haw* been many, has 
been favorable, ann Mr. Hoyl states 
he expects to b rin g in a good well 
before he has reached 3,500 feet.

Seems 
Proof 
That 
Some 
Time 
China Had Cultural Communica- , 
tion With Europe. 


More than 2.000 years ago China 
had cultural communication with Eu­ 
rope, and this communication was by 
way of Siberia. 
In an interesting pa­ 
per to the Journal of the Royal An­ 
thropological Institute of Great Brit­ 
ain and Ireland, Professor Seligman 
has shown a cultural communication 
in the so-called bird-charlots which 
in Europe are of late bronze age 
(about 1300 B. C.). 
In China there are certain bronze 
vessels known in Chinese as “dove 
chariot vases” of the Han dynasty ( ll 
C. 206-220 A. D.) 
An example of one 
of these vessels Is illustrated In the 
Japanese manual Shln-Sho Se! and Is 
supposed to represent a dove sup­ 
ported on either side with a wheel, 
while In the downward-curved tail is 
also a small wheel; the vase’s mouth 
Is in the bird’s back. 
These vessels 
are supposed to have been used in 
ritual ceremonies. 
In Europe ihe blrd-chariot Is some­ 
what different, being mounted on four 
wheels, while the mouth of the ves­ 
sel, also in the bird’s back, is covered 
usually with a movable lid in the form 
of a smaller bird. 
Other small birds 
are also sometimes added in various 
parts, as in one example Just in front 
on the axfe of the front wheels.

The governor stated that lie had 
been advised that the records of Wise 
county, Texas, for the years 1919 and 
1920, show that only five men had 
been sent to th e penitentiary and 
that there were thirty suspended sen­ 
tences given. 
A ^ th e above years mentioned by I 
the governor were during my term of 
office, I feel it my duty, in justice to 
myself and the jurors that served 
during sajd period, to correctly in­ 
form the citizens thru the Messenger 
just what the record for said years 
show. 
I have searched diligently the rec­ 
ords of Wise county endeavoring to 
ascertain where the governor's in- j 
formant obtained this said inform a­ 
tion in regard to the five men being 
sent to the penitentiary and th irty 
suspended sentences being given d u r­ 
ing said time and I find that the rec­ 
ord of 1919 and 1920 of Wise coun­ 
ty, Texas, do not bear out the infor­ 
mation furnished the governor and 
have concluded th a t the governor’s 
inform ant m ust have given the r e c ­ 
ord of Wise county, Texas, for the 
years of 1917 and 1918. 
The record 
of 1919 and 1920 *how that there 
were sent to the penitentiary eight 
men and there were given twenty sus­ 
pended sentences and that during the 
year 1917 and 1918 that four men 
were sent to the penitentiary and 
th at thirty-seven suspended sentences 
were given. 
The record m ade during 1917 and 
1918 as above shown was not d u r­ 
ing my adm inistration. 
I * publish 
this letter so th a t the record may be 
kept straight, not intending undue re­ 
flation upon anyone.

Wire netting, ruer rh mesh, is com­ 
monly used for fem nu' poultry yards 
and can lie bought at a moderate price. 
There 
several 
runs 
are 
adjoining, 
three-four! lls of an inch or one-inch 
rut rh wire should lie used at the bof­ 
fo! i to a height of two to two and one- 
half feet to keep the unties from fight­ 
ing one another. 
The height of the fences should be 
regulated by the variety of fowls. The 
heaviest breeds, like the Brahmas, may 
be restrained by a four-foot fence, and

most of the other breeds can be kept 
in by a six-foot fen re. 
Hamburgs and

If convenient, it is well to have dou­ 
ble yards, for then one may rotate 
green crops. 
The yards may he sown 
to oats, wheat, or rye, aud while the 
fowls are using one yard the green 
feed in the other can he getting a 
fresh start. 
When the yards are to he on only 
one side of tin* house, they should be 
on the south side in order that tile 
fowls may have the benefit of the first 
dry ground in early spring. 
It not in­ 
frequently happens that in localities 
where snow is abundant tin* ground 
on the south side is dry many days 
before that on the north side. 
If the yards are to he in permanent 
seal and a iv to furnish green feed for 
the fowls, 70 to ;u square feet should 
he allowed for each bird, poultry spe­ 
cialists in the United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture say. 
If port of 
Die green feed is to he otherwise pro­ 
vided tor, and the yards us<^d mainly 
for exercise grounds, 35 to 40 square 
feet per bird will in* sufficient.

Grit Is essential to the health of 
fowls and to economy in feeding. Grit 
takes the place of teeth in preparing 
the feed for further digestion uud is 
required for the proper preparation 
of f e e d in the gizzard. 
When the feed 
is not properly taken care of in this 
organ, an undue strain is thrown on 
the fowl’s system, often resulting in 
disease and also allowing much of the 
nutriment to pass through tile bird’s 
body 
without 
being 
absorbed. 
In 
every pen or yard a box of grit should 
be kept. 
Recent investigators have 
asserted that grit is a part of the 
necessary feed of a flock, giving the 
fowls strong bones and a bright plum­ 
age. 
Ordinarily, the hen does not con­ 
sume enough lime to form the shells 
of eggs, if she is laying abundantly, 
unless something besides the ordinary 
grain feeds is accessible to her. 
Oy­ 
ster shells are very good for this pur­ 
pose. 
A box of crushed shells may be 
placed before the fowls, allowing them 
to eat ut will. 
Old m ortar and tine 
gray 
are also useful in supplying 
lime, say poultry specialists 
of 
the 
United States Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Charcoal readily absorbs gases, im­ 
purities, and acids, and thug acts as a 
corrective when the stomach is sour 
and digestion lias been impaired.

It Is reasonable for a nation not to 
wish to lose any championship once 
it has obtained It. 
Various 
explanations 
have 
been 
given of the popularity of Carpentier, 
the hest small man who stood up to 
the hest big man in their business In 
the world today. 
A ray of light is thrown on the 
m atter by a word that was used by 
several experts In describing the af­ 
fair. 
They said that the Frenchman 
fought like a gentleman and lost like 
one. 
This Involved no reflection on the 
champion, because nothing of an “un­ 
gentlemanly" nature was done by any­ 
body on the memorable occasion In 
question. 
The interesting thing Is the use of 
the word "gentleman.”

It Is an expression that Americans 
have been shy of from the earliest 
days, partly because it conveyed a
